; THE APPROACHING END, 

Washington has never known a gayer win- 
ter. The contrast of the long, dnil days 
ahead will be striking, for this is not a de- 
sirable summer residence. Congress shows 
a disposition to hurry up with business, 
expressing more impatience than usual 
with the inveterate talkers who clog the 
progress of either house. An adjournment is 
fixed by general consent between the mid- 
dle and last of June, with, of course, the 
average numberof private and special bills 
stranded between the senate and* house or 
entirely untouched. : 

THE NEW COURT. 

I think the biil to give a new district court 
to Georgia will be gotten through the house 
before long. Colonel] Hammond is watching 
his opportunities and one will not pass. He 
engineered the bill through the house first, 
butin the senate judiciary committee Mr. 
Edmunds could not resist the temptation to 
tamper with it and to concur in his amend- 
ments that the house must again consider the 
matter. 

MR. ATKINS S CHANCES, 

The friends of Mr. James Atkins continue 
to speak of him as the predestined judge of 
the Atlanta district. They must base this 
supposition entirely on his alleged influence 
with the administration. It can hardly be 
founded on his pre-eminent fitness for the 
office. Mr. Atkins has enjoyed only a very 
brief career at the bar and that so long ago 
that he must by this time be a little rusty. If 
reports are correct he was licensed as a lawyer 
about two yeurs before the war. When seces- 
sion opened livelier fields of labor. he left the 
walks of his newly chosen profession. After 
the war he piunged into politics, and has been 
one of those fortunate gentlemen who have 
been in one or another office almost continu- 
ally since the newera began. His experience 
as a presiding officer has been limited to re- 
publican conventions of more or less impor- 
tance, if he did not have =-the 
overwhelming recommendation of belong- 
ing to the ““Georgia syndicate” the adminis- 
tration might search in vain for his qualifica- 
tions forthis difficult and important oftice. 
Personally Mr. Atkins appears tu be a very 
clever gentleman; professionally he does not 
appear at all, except as a professional politi- 
cian. But all this dves not injure his chances 
with the adniinistration. We may as well get 
used to Mr. Arthur’s ways, for we have nearly 
three more years of him to endure. 

CONGRESSMAN BLACK. 
Has not done so well in the past three or four 
days, He has had frequent chills and fevers. 
Up to a week ago his cunvalescence had been 
steady. The doctors think he wiil have 
strength enough to recover from the pres- 
ent relapsé and make another and a surer 
start toward recovery. 
PUBLIC EDUCATION. 

Senator Logan’s bill to appropriate the fifty 
million dollars reaped every year from the 
taxon intoxicating liquors to educational 
purposes is meeting with an unforeseen oppo- 
sition: Temperance conventions and socie- 
ties are pouncing on it in all parts of the coun- 
try, while the poor senator has gone away 
sick, leaving the bill to its fate. The temper- 
ance people argue that the bill would be an 
encouragement to the vice of drinking. Every 
old taper would have for his toast, ‘*Here’s to 
the schools,’ and would soothe his conscience 
with the reflection that he was a public bene- 
factor no matter how much he burnt his own 
stomach. 

SENTIMENT AND SENSE. 

This smacks more of sentiment than sense. 
The liquor drinkers don’t think of the tax 
they are paying, and wouldn’t tare where it 
went if they did. It does go into the treasury 
and any bill.proposing to appropriate money 
from the treasury to a national school fund 
would be liable to the objection of these over- 
scrupulous reformers. 

LOGAN’S BILL 

Senator Logan’s bill will probably not pass, 
but for more practical reasons than those re- 
ferred to. It is thought fifty millions a year 
is too much to appropriate in this way. Most 
of the friends of public education would be 
glad to get some bill like that of Senator Blair 
or that sketched by the late superintendents’ 
convention, which is better in some respects- 
This bill only asks for fifteen millions a year. 
Since that convention of earnest educators. 
like Dr. Orr, was here, the  import- 
ance of this question has seemed big, 
ger in congress. It is talked of more 
The popular feeling in favor of some such 
legislation was never so felt in Washington as 
itisnow Nobody seems directly to oppose 
it. The danger is ina failure to agree ona 
plan, though in an interest so broad it is hard 
to conceive of men quibbling over the details 
of a plan. 

MR. CLEMENTS, OF GEORGIA, 

One of the ,most zealous workers in this 
cause is Mr. Clements, of Georgia. Though 
he hasa bill before the house to sell all the 
public lands for educational purposes, he is 
willing to accept the bill proposed by the 
convention. He will help in any way to se- 
cure His object, which is tu.give the help of 
the government to the education of the 
masses. Mr. Clements seems to be in love 
with the subject, and he means to continue 
his work on this line. A _ bill that would 
give Georgia a million and three-quarters for 
her schouls every year is envugh to enthuse 


a Georgia congressman. 
FOR SAVANNAH. 


Colonel J. L. Warren, of Savannah, is here 
representing the interest of — that harbor.

Reliefef an Old Soldter—A Louisiana Clalm—The In- 
dian Bill. 


WaAsHINGTON, April 12.—In the senate com- 
mittee reports on pending legislation wee 
made as follows: By Mr. Morgan, from the 
committee on public lands, reported as 
amended his bill to increase the endowment 
of the university of Alabama from the a 
lands in said state. The amendment dimin- 
ishes the grant from 92,160 acres to 46,080 
acres, the purpose being to aid in the rebuild- 
ing of the university, and in supplying it with 
scientific apparatus, library and buildings fit 
for seminary purposes. By Mr. Williams, 
from the committee on railroads, for a settle- 
ment of the accounts of the Mobile and Ohio 
railroad company. 

RELIEF OF AN OLD SOLDIFR. 

Upon the passage of a bill to place a former 
army officer, Herman Biggs, on the retired 
list, Mr. Sherman remarked that if all the 
applications of this kind now pendinm® were 
eranted, the cost of the retired list would be 
increased by $2,000,000 annually. Mr. Rollins 
said that similar measures now pending be- 
fore the naval committee had been so numer- 
ous thatit could be said to have devoted itself 
at this session to reconstructing, not the navy, 
but the navy register. Mr. Hampton said the 
case was that of a gallant soldier, who ‘had 
voluntarily declined retirement when entitled 
to it, preferring to labor for his living, and 
had been pensioned on account of a wound. 
This wound now incapacitated him for work. 
The bill passed by 34 to 15. : : 

A LOUISIANA CLAIM. 

-On motion of Mr. Jackson, the -senate biil 
referring to the court of claims for the adju- 
dication of the claim of George E. Payne, for 
an alleged wrongful seizure and: occupation of 
his sugar plantation in St. Charles parish, 
Louisiana, in 1862, under order of General 
Buthr, was considered. Tne bil! waives the 
statute of limitation. The facts as stated were 
that the claimant was a loyal citizen, having 
taken the oath of allegiance on the morning 
of the day of the seizure, that he was liv- 
ing upon, but temporarily’ absent, 
from the estate at the time it was seized, and 
that the plantation was subsequently return- 
ed to its owner minus a part of its movable 
property. ‘The bill was passed. 

THE INDIAN BIL}... 

The Indian territory ratiroad bill again 
eome up as unfinished businéss, and Mr. Vest 
spoke in advocacy o° the bill, The proposi- 
tion to makethe rightof way conditional 
upon the assent of the Choctaws and Chicka- 
saws to the bill was discussed without action. 
Messrs. Vest,Garland and Saunders opposing, 
and Mr. Jones. of Fiorida, favoring the pend- 
ing amendment to this effect. After an 
executive session the senate adjourned.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


The Conaular Serviee—The Tariff Commission—The 
Mississippi Safferera. 
WAsHINGTON, April 12.—In the house, Mr. 
Cox, of New York, offered a resolution so to 
amend the rules as to provide that the com- 
mittee on commerce, in reporting the river 
and harbor appropriation bill, shall make a 
report in twusepzurate bills, the first to in- 
clude all appropriations for improvements or 
the sen, lake and gulf coasts, and on rivers 
navigable through two or more states; the 
second to include appropriations for the im- 
provement of rivers of local or state commerce 
only. Referred. 
THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 
On motion ot Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, the 
senate amendment to the consular and diplo- 
matic appropriation bill were non concurred 


the amount required for the support of the 
consular and diplomatic service, including all 
consular agenis und other officers who are 
paid by fees or otherwise. This amendment 
was concurred in. The senate amendments 
to the fortification bill were non-concurred 
in. 
THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

The bill was reported by Mr. Page, of Cali- 
fornia, from the committee on education and 
labor, to execute certain ‘treaty stipulations 
relating to Chinese. It provides for a ten- 
years’ suspension of immigration, and goes 
into effect sixty days after its passage. 

HOUSE CALENDAR, 

The election committee reported in favor of 
Barbour in the eighth Virginia district elec- 
| tion contest. 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The house then went in committee of the 
whole on the tariff commission bill, Mr. Up- 
son, of Texas, expressed his doubt whether 
the many members on the democratic side 
would support the gentlemen from New York, 
Mr. Hewitt, to the extent of putting on the 
free list all new material, while the duties 
were to be kept up on manufactured 
articles. He did not approve of the 
‘doctrine of giving all the benefits 
of protection to the manufacturers and de- 
priving all our wool-growers and producers of 
raw material of aty of these benefits. He 
then proceeded to argue in favor of the pend- 
ing bill. This congress could not and would 
not revisethe tariff. The country demanded 
revision and in his judgment the most satis- 
factory way of accomplishing it, and 
of “revising the tariff, was to 
pass the bill. It would prove the most expe- 
ditious method to bring about that result. If 
he wished to continue the tariff as it now 
existed, he would vote against the bill, but as 
he desired a revision he would vote for it, be- 
lieving it to be the most direct and practical! 
road to a settlement of this vexed 
question. No real issue upon the 
turiff had been tendered or accepted. On the 
contrary, upon the actual question involved 
in the pendiug bill, the advocates of both 
} systems of tariffstood on common ground, 
which was in substance this, that the tariff 
should and must be revised; that we 
must have a tariff producing 
ample revenue needed to meet 
the wants of the obligations of the govern- 
ment, so adjusted as to afford fair protecticn 
to American industry and labor as against 
foreign competition, with the least possible 
burden on the people. In that doctrine he 
fully concurred, ana he believed that most of 
the leading republicans and democrats 
throughout the country had committed them- 
selves to it. 

AID TO THE SUFFERERS. 

When the committee rose, on motion of 
Mr. King, of Louisiana, a resolution was 
adopted instructing the committoe on appro- 
priations to consider und report, if arty fur- 
ther measures ofrelief should be extended to 
the sufferers by the present floods of the Mis- 
sissippi river and its tributgries. The house

Introduction of a Bill in the New York Legislature to’ 


Incorpcrate the Board of frustees—The ' 
ses 0 the Grant and the Manner of Its 
Application—Who the Trustee are.

Patterson to-day introduced a bill to incorpe- 
rate the trustees of the John F. Slater -fund. 
The bill names Rutherford B. Hayes, of Ohio, 
Morrison RK, Wait, of the District of Colum- 
bia, Wm. E. Dodge, of New Ycrk, Phillip 
Brooks, of Massachusetts, Danjel C. Gilman, 
of Maryland@John A, Stewart, of, New York, 
Alfred H. Coiquitt, of Georgia, Morris ‘K. 
Jessup, of New York, James P. Boyce, of 
Kentucky, and Wm. A. Slater,..of Connecti- 
cut, as incorporators.of thé fund. Rutherford 
B. Hayes is naméd as first viee-pregident, 
THE PURPOSES OF THE FUND, 9": 3 
The fund isto consist of one’million dol-, 
lars. Mr. Slater is a wealthy gemtieman of 


Norwich, Conn. In a letter to the: board of 
trustees Mr. Slater writes as follows: ‘'The 
general object which I desire to have exclu- 
sively pursued is the uplifting of the lately 
emancipated population of the southern states 
and their posterity by conferring on them the 
blessing of Christian education, The disabil- 
ities formerly suffered by this people, and 
their singular patience and fidelity in the 
great crisis of the-nation,~establisha just 
claim on the sympathy and good will of hu- 
mane and patriotic men. I cannot but feel 
the compassion that is due, in view of their 
prevailing ignorance, and which exists 
through no fault of their own,’’ 
THE POWERS OF THE TRUSTEES. 

Mr. Slater purposely leaves the trustees the 
largest liberty in making such changes in the 
method of applying the fund as may from 
time to timeseem wise. Hesuggests that the 
education of teachers-for the colored race 
may be the wisest purpose to which the fund 
can be put. If, afterthirty-three years, three- 
fourths of the trustees shall, forany reason, 
agree that there is nofurther use for the 
fund in the form it is now instituted, he 
authorizes them to apply the capital to the 
establishment, subsidiary to existing institu- 
tions, of higher education, so asto make 
them more freely accessible to poor colored 
students. 

THE DISPOSITION OF THE FUND. 

Under the present institutierof the fund, 
he specially wishes thatnéither principle nor 
income shall be expended in landor buildings 
for any purpose, other than that ef a safe and 
productive investment for income. 


THE NATIONAL LAND LEAGUE. 


An Enthuslastic Mceting in Washington—The Day’s 
Proceedings. : 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The {national land 
league convention. met to-day in Lincoln 
hall. About 200 persons were present as del-’ 
egates. The largest delegations were from 
the New England states, | ennsylvania, New 
Jersey and New York. There were but fe&v 
delegates from the south or west. The New 
York delegation numbered fifty members. 

THE PROCEEDINGS OPENED. 

Patrick A. Collins, of Boston, president of 
the land league,called the convention to order, 
and read his opening address. The address 
was an eloquent exposition of the complaints 
and rights of Ilreland. He urged his 
hearers to stand together on the plgtform that

The selection of New York’s 
member of the cummittee on credentials ° 
could not be agreed on by the delegates, and 
the temporary chairman.settled it dor them 
by appointing father Larkins. 

THE EVENING SESSION, 

When the convention: met in evening ses- 
sion, Patrick A. Collins was re-elected. presi- 
dent, and 19 vice-presidents were chosen, in- 
cluding Mrs. R M. Springer, représenting the 
ladies Jand league. A reSolution offered by 
It recites 
the fact of the imprisonment of American 
prisoners in English jails, quoves the language 
and dispatches of Minister Lowell, and calls 
upon the president to inimediately recall Low- 
ell, and provides for the presentation of the 
resolution to President Arthur by a commit- 
tee of Messrs. O'Reilly, O’Brien and Murch, 
and Revs. McMeanin and Cronin. The 
committee on credentials reported 227 regu- 
larly accredited delegates present. A _ resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. O’Brien, of New York, for 
a vote of thanks to President Arthur for his

The chairman inquired if the gentleman 
whom he had engaged was an official reporter, 
and on receiving a negative reply turned to 
Mr. Hayes, who was present to report the pro- 
ceedings for the associated press, and request- 
ed him to make the official report. Mr. Hayes 
declined for the reason tbat he was not under 
oath, and was, moreover, engaged for the 
associated press.

THE BOX ‘IN DOUBT. 

The testimony of the colored witnesses was 
merely corroborative of the testimony given 
yesterday. Berry testified that he had made 
the ballot boxes for Richland county, and 
that the box produced in court was not one 
of the boxes he had made, Mr. Richbury, 
chairman of the board of election com- 
missioners for Richland county, ‘testified 
to turning over the ballot box for Acton pre- 
cinct to Joseph Bates, defendant, as chairman 
ofthe board of managersfof election of the 
precinct. So faras he knew'there was noth- 
ing save the instructions to the managers in 
the box when he delivered it. Mr. Seibels 
testified that he was present when the box 
was delivered to Bates. The box in court 
was a courterpartof the box delivered to 

jates. There was nothing in the box so far 
as he knew, when it was given to Bates. 
’ A DEFECT DISCOVERED. 

The district attorney then sought by intro- 
ducing testimony as to the conduct of the 
election at other precincts in Richland county, 
to connect the defendants with a general 
combination to commit traud. The court 
ruled that such testimony would be inadmis- 
sable, there being no count for conspiracy in 
the information. The defendants could only 
be held accountable for what was done at the 
Acton polls. The district attorney then an- 
nounced that the prosecution would close its 
direct case. The court then adjourned till 
to-morrow morning at 10 o'clock, at which 
timie the defense will open their case. 


LOUISIANA DESTITUTION. 


Drenehed with Ratn, Starving and Sick—A Terrible 
Situation. 

New Orvrans, April 12.—The Times-Demo- 
crat’s Troy, La, special says: Great suffering 
prevails among the refugees in the bills above 
Lake Concordia. From Hemps: creek for 
nearly nipe miles the hills are covered with 
epude huts, 3 by 10, most of them roofed with 
‘pime straw, through which the rain pours 
dewn upon the occupants. 

A PITIFUL PICTURE, 
and children are 
gether near fires at the open side. of 
the huts, — striving to keep warm 
with clothing thoroughly drenched Over 
coals which hissed in the rain, an iron pot 
was hung, containing the last meal; that was 
all the food in camp. One woman, holding 
two girls to her breast to shelter them from 
the rain, said they were sick and_in need of 
medicine, and she believed it was due entire- 
ly to the fact that they had nothing to eat.

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“THE BITING FROST 


AND THE DESTRUCTIVE DELUGE 
: OF DRIZZLING RAINS, 


The Damage Wrought Throughout Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Wes. Virginia,;Nebraska and Texas— 
The Thermometer Twenty-Four Degrees 
Below Zero—Rattle of Hail in Texas. 

Crxctnnati, April 12.—Opinions about the 
effect of the cold weather on fruit and grain 
eannot be formed with confidence so soon 
after the frost. Cloudy weather to-day in 
this locality was highly iavorable, but to-night 
it is clear and there are fears that another frost 
to-night may intensify the trouble. The 
ground froze here last night, and to-day leaves 
are drooping. Fruit-growers in the suburbs 
are divided in opinion, nearly all agreeing, 
howewer, that strawberries are killed; that 
peaches are more or less injured, while grapes, 
cherries, apples and pears are not much hurt. 
Specials to the Commercial and Gazette 
from a large number of places in Ohio, In- 
diana, Kentucky and West Virginia show 
similar variance of opinion. In Marietta itis 
said ice formed aninch thick, while in Find- 
lay, Ohio, it was even colder. The thermome- 
ter is reported at various _ throughout 
Ohio as low as 24 degrees. From a great num- 
ber of points it is said peaches and early cher- 
ries are all, or nearly all, killed, but in most 
instances apples are reported not injured. 
Several places in Ohio, Indianaand Kentucky 
report no damageatall. Nearly all speak of 
serious damage to wheat in localities where it 
wasfar advanced. At several points the 
weather was said to be colder to-night than

THE RATTLING HAIL IN TEXAS. 


Littie Rock, Ark., April 11.—A Dallas 


special to the Gazette gives the particulars of 


a terrific hail storm which burston that cit 
at 5 p.m. to-day. It came up so unexpected- 
ly as to cause intense astonishment, as up toa 
few minuteg previously, for fully three hours, 
the sun had been shining brightly. The fall 
of hail was préceded by an appalling roar, ac-. 
companied b¥ dense masses of black clouds 
and a powerfulwind. Nosuch hail stones were 
ever seen jn this section. They ranged 
from the size of walnuts to base balis. and 
many still larger ones were picked up, meas- 
uring over ten inches in circumference. The 
falling’ of the. stenes sounded like the dis- 
chargéor fireatms. Teams ran away in the 
streets and many persons were knocked down 
and dangerously injured. The damage to 
buildings in Dallas will aggregate thousands 
of.dollars.» There is not one-tenth enough 
glass in the city to repair the broken windows 
and doors, as the south side of nearly every 
building was injured. 
THE COURSE OF THE STORM. 

Similar reports come frotm surrounding 
towns. The course of the storm was from 
due northwest to southeast and extended west 
to Weatherford and east to Texarkana. Great 
damage was done to grain and fruit. The 
ground under peach, plum and pear trees is 
literally covered with the young crop. Re- 
ports. from Denton and ‘Terrell “say these 
places suffered severely, but the lateness of 
the hour and the disturbed condition of af- 
fairs prevent gathering details. At Denton 
5,000 head of cattle stampeded, causing great 
consternation. It is feared to-morrow will 
bring reports of much loss of human life and 
stock in the pathway of the storm. 

THE COLD SNAP, 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The cold snap ex- 
tendeu all over the north yesterday from Del- 
aware to lowa and Michigan. Snow fell in 
Michigan and ice three-quarters of an inch 
thick formed at some places in Delaware. 
Considerable anxiety is felt for the fruit crop. 

THROUGHOUT KENTUCKY. 

LovisviLtLe, April 12.—The sudden changes 
in temperature Sunday night caused much 
apprehension among gardeners around the 
city, and farmers throughout this section. 
Last night the temperature fell still lower, 
and in the country around Louisville the 
mercury dropped to twenty-six degrees 
just before day. Wind and clouds, however, 
prevented the formation of frost, though 
there was askim of ice on shallow pools of 
water. Ffuit and vegetables in this neigh- 
borhood are not yet seriously injured, though 
clearing weather to-day and continued cold 
increase the general apprehension of frost 
to-night. Wheat, in many localities grew so 
rapidly during the mild winter that it is far ad- 
vanced and the most experienced farmers 
fear it is seriously injured. 

It is said that wheat cannot easily be in- 
jured by cold until joints have been formed 
in the stem, but after that it is very suscepti-

ble to injury from lew temperature. 

FRIDAY S STORM IN KANSAS, 
Junction City, Kansas, April 12.—All day 
Sunday the roads were lined with people go- 
ing to Fort Riley to view the wreck made by 
Friday night's storm. The freaks of the 
winds without ocular proof are simply be- 
yond belief; that there was no loss of life is 
nothing less than miraculous. 

THE COURSE OF THE WIND. 
_ The wind pursued a spiral course, destroy- 
ing one building in its course and skipping 
the next; the commissary: and quartermas- 
ter's storehouses were unroofed, and a portion 
of the side of one of them ripped off as though 
it had been sawed in two. The stores in these 
buildings were thus exposed and are now cov- 
ered with canvass. The rvof of several of the 
soldiers’ quarters are in some instances whol- 
ly gone and in others partially so; of the offi- 
cers’ quarters the greatest wreck is the one 
occupied by Major Dewees and Dr. Silton. 
How these gentlemen and their wives es- 
caped death is the most astonishing story of 
the storm. f 
BOULDERS OF STONE. 

Where their beds were are several stones 
weighing fifty or one hundred pounds each, 
and the roofs fellin at the ends near their 
beds, lodging, while the opposite ends fell to 
the floor, but the occupants escaped without 
ascratch. The kitchen portion of the quar- 
ters occupied by Lieutenant Dimmick’s tami- 
ly was destroyed, the wreck showing a fear- 
ful mixture of stones and broken cooking- 
ware. In one of the soldiers’ quarters great 
rocks fell among the bunks occupied by the 
men, but only three soldiers were burt so as 
to be sent to the hospital. But the great cu- 
riosity is the stable. which suffered the great- 

“{,damage. There were probably seventy- 

¥ horses in the stalls on the side mostly 
damaged. They broke their halters and moy- 
ed back as the fal! came, the stalls being filled 
to the depth of five or six. feet with rock, 
rafters and other debris. Only four horses 
were caught by the falling wreck and but 
one of them was injured so that it had to he 
shot.

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ONE OF GEORGIA’'S FAVORITE WaA- 
TERING PLACES. 


The Fluctuating Fortuses of the Resort-Dawn of 
Prosperity Again—Romantic Discovery—Dun- 
Sap’s History—The Indian Siory—The 
Water—The Gotels—New Fcature. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
InpIAN SprinG, Ga., April 8, 1882.—Said 
Governor Colquitt the other day: ‘Of all the 
watering places I have ever visited, I prefer 
old Indian Spring.”’ It is my gpinion that 
the governor's remark was in every way a 


weight. Probably no place in all the state 
or south, as a watering place, gives more 
promise for future fame, and ceriainly no 
place has furnished more historic associations 
in the past; associations of national and ro- 
mantic interest, which give to ita peculiar 
position unlike that of any other spot I can 
now mention. Before the war, Indian 
Spring was to Georgia what Greenbrier 
is to Virginia. Here it was that the wealth 
and fashion, together with the polities and 
brains of the state used to meet in ante-bellum 
days. Atthat time the place was a sort vu! 
common center, around which every in- 
portant measure was discussed, The annual 
commencements at Athens always carried the 
men of letters to its classic lralls, as did simi- 
lar occasions at Wesleyan female college at 
Macon, and when the interest in these bright 
days was over, Indian Spring, occupying ? 
middle ground, was taken up to complete the 
circuit. Around these God-muade waters the 
vest people of Georgia used to mingle, and 
here it was that the political slates were made 
up by politicians from every section of the 
state. From Augusta came Judge Gould, 
General Gluscock, and Richard Henry Wire, 
the author of that sweet song, *'My life is like 
the summer rose;’’ Charles J. Jenkins, Charles 
 & Miller, Den Warren, John Mit: 
ledge, Turner Clanton, a rich old 
farmer, and others. From Savannah came 
the Carletons, Jacksons, McAllisters, Haber- 
shams, Blacks, Poolers, Berri ns, and a great 
many others whose names | have heard and 
do pot now remember. Macon, Atlanta, 
Columbus, Griffin, Athens and other places 
sent their best people. The McDougles, of 
Columbus, Absalom H. Chappel, Seab Jones, 
Jack Howard, General Turner, Leroy Napper, 
Aiexan er step ens, Walter H. Colquitt, 
Eugenius R. Nisbit, the Bonds, the Lump- 
kins, the Lamars, Crawfords, Governor Gil- 
mer, Judge Longstreet, author of “Georgia 
Scenes,” andthe Pierces are others whose 
names are enrolled among the men. of note 
who used to come here regularly asthe sui- 
mers rolled around, There were not many 
railroads then, and when the lines of steel 
finally commenced to thread the country 
these peuple gradually changed — their 
resorts to more eligible places, and Indian 
Spring was left to move alung with fewer visi- 
tors, but still possessing the same natural ad- 
vantages. There was no denying that the 
water was equal to: the finest in the world, 
and as it stands second in the union at the 
national Jaboratury in Washington, there 
was, and are now, people who will always 
come here to drink of these “healing waters.’’ 
As a matter of course the only thing that has 
held Indian Spring in the back ground so 
lung has been the lack of eusy modes of ac- 
cess. Itis sixteen miles to the nearest rail- 
road station, Forsyth; and this has been 
greatly to the disudvantage of the town’s 
vyrowth, Its popularity, however, has never 
been doubted, and I think no place within our 
broad domains hus sO strong 4 
hold = upon the atfections of the 
people as Indian Spring. Beture the legisla- 
ture its name is always received with consid- 
eration and respect, and the older people who 
remember the almost magical cures of the 
water and hold stiil dear to memory the hap- 
py associations of days agone, stili point with 
pride to the place and wish it prosperity. 
THE DAWN OF PROSPERITY AGAIN. 

And this happy, long louked-tor time has 
atlastcome. ‘The Indian Spring of yester-. 
day is no longer, for the brunswick extension 
hasrunits line past the very dvors,.so to 
speak, and now the problem of which shall 
be the southern Saratoga is forever solved. 
People will go where there is health, and 
here is the place where itcan be found 
Trickling out from a rock and pouring into-a 
small basin holding scarce half a gallon, come 
the finest sulphur water known te the world. 
But of these points I shall speak more at 
length lateron. The history of the discovery 
is so thoroughly interesting that Lam Jed to 
appropriate a bit of romance connected with 
it taken from a small pampalet handed me by 
Dr. Bryans, 

There are many visitors and residents of the 
vicinity who have never heard the history, 
either traditional or written, of the “early 
days of their present surroundings; and 
these, and those who may come after them, 
may accept this as truthful, and compiled 
froin traditional facts and public records 
with the utmost cure. : 

THE ROMANTIC DISCOVERY. 

About three-quarters of a century ago 
knowledge of the Indian Spring tirst came 
to the white races, and witn this discovery 
Was connected a sprinkling of romance, to 
the recital of which, by one of the parties, 
we have often listened with interest. Ovcca- 
sionally “‘truth is stranger than fiction.” 

In 1792, when the country in this vicin- 
was clothed in its swaddlings of nature, and 
the red man and wild beasts” alone 
trod the hills and valleys west of the 
Ocmulgee, a solitary huntsman was wending 
his way north, south of the Towaliga, about 
where the public road to Forsyth is now being 
turnpiked. The man w&s a model of his class 
—large, muscular, completely equipped, a 
frame strong in its every development, and a 
general contour which indicated that he 
knew nothing of fear. and dreaded not the 
dangers of the wilderness in which he was 
traveling. A deep melancholy .on his face, 
the flashing of his dark eyes and, an occa- 
sional sigh, evidenced he carried an “iron in 
his soul,”’ and was actuated by a purpose that 
knew no turning. This was Gabriel Dunlap— 
a Georgian. His object in thus absenting 
himself from society will be seen hereafter. 

Dunlap’ was a careiul and wary hunter, 
and in this hirherto untrodden field was 
specially on the the alert. He knew that 
dangers lurked around, and was cautious at 
every step. While thus walking and watch- 
ing, he was startled by the war whwoop of 
the savages, which seemed to burst from 
every ambush around him. He knew his 
retreat was cut off, fur a hundred armed 
savages emerged from the_ thickets lining 
the Towaliga. Therefore but one course 
was left to be pursued—that of taking a due 
north direction. Leaving the river and cross- 
ing the hills, he ran without any purpose 
beyond making his escape. And thus he 
ran for miles—as the yells of his pursuers 
would subside, hope bracing him up, again 
depressed by the reiteration of the voices 
of his enemies. At length, when almost 
ready to fall from exhaustion and thirst~ 
his vitals s:orched as with fire—hope whis- 
pered ‘‘a little farther.” And soon, overjoyed 
and exhausted, he was able tospring into a 
canebrake dark as night. where he slept un- 
conscivus of anything that occurred around 
him. 

REINFORCEMENTS, 

When he awoke, yet half dreaming, Dun- 
lap gazed about him some time before he 
could ‘realize the situation.’’ With great 
effort he arose, staggered forward, but fell 
against a large stone, and here, to his delight, 
he heard the trickling of water. Quick as 
thought he sought to slake his burning thirst, 
and soon found, and enjoyed, what seemed 
ice water in a canebrake in August. Hedrank 
until every desire for water was satisfied, yet 
none of the unpleasant feelings that often 
indulgence were experienced. 
On the contrary, he felt new life and vigor, ‘ 
and set out to place a greater 
distance between himself and his enemies. 
His only safe course, he knew, was to t:avel 


in a northerly direction, and, after imbibing 


most sensible one, and one that will haye its’ 
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reaching the northein edge ; 
treat, a well known signal greeted his ear. To 
this he reapo nded. His response was replied 
to by another signal, when he quickly emerg- 
ed from the brake, ascenuved the hill, and on 
apprvachinga large oak then standing on the 
site of the present Elder hotel, was greeted 
thus: ' 

‘Hallo, Gabe! whar did you cum from? 
Have you been squattin’ in the thicket yon- 
der?” ; 

“I'll be smasbed,”’ answered Dunlap, ‘‘it 
here aint Jube Cochran. And, Jube, Ini 
glader to see you than if 1 had knocked out a 
panther’s eye, with old Betsey here, and 
without picking her flint, on a two hundged 
vards line. Cause why—l’m lost and aint 
nowhar ef you aint some place.” 

And next the two friends met witha hearty 
shake of hands and a union of warm hearts, 
such asconventionalities and civilization have 
long since driven from the brightest spot in 
Georgia. Ihe huntsmen refreshed the inner 
tman, recounted their several recent adven 
tures, and then sought a place of rest, which 
they soun found among the rocks skirting the 
river. 

Here they slept until midnight, when the 
report of a gun aroused them. Snufting dan- 
ger in the breeze, they at once not only ° be- 
came watchful, but soughtgfo discover the 
whereabouts of their daring neignbor; and 
finally, in the darkness, almost run against 
two human forms, whether paleface or Indian 
they could not make out, when Cochran 
hailed: 

‘Who's thar?” 

“Watson,’’ was the reply, and soon there 
was another happy greeting; when all fourof 
the party (one asma'l boy named Ben Fitz- 
patrick) walked to the top of the hill between 
two creeks, and again rested until daybreak, 
reciting the customary yarns of the border. 

Douglas Watson was about eighteen years 
of aye, six feet in height, and boasted of pos- 
sessing a well developed muscular frame. 
His companion, Fitzpatrick, was an orphan 
boy, who had the temerity common to ad- 
venfurous youth to follow Watson in these 
wilds. 

Seated hy their camp fire, Dunlap explain- 
ed to Watson the invigorating effect the water 
in the canebrake, at the foot of the hills, had 
had upon him in his fainting condition the 
day previous, when the whole party again 
sought the cooling spring, and, aiter search, 
found it. This was Indian Spring, and this 
was the first party of whites who is known to 
have drank of its waters. At this 
gathering, Wa'son admitted to his 
comrades that about a month previous he had 
found the spring, but in consequence of its 
smelling iike gunpowder he fled the vicinity. 

Watson and Cochran were scouts, sent out 
by the government in the spring of 1792. 
Fitzpatrick was the shadow ot Watson; and 
Dunlap divulged to his new friends his history 
and mission while they lingered around the 
spring. | 

DUNLAP’S HISTORY. 

To be brief: Twelve years previous, during 
an Indian raid in Bibb county, a little friend 
—a ward of his father—was stolen and carried 
away. Then and tbere, ere the triumphant 
yells of the foe were silenced, he had regis- 
tered an oath in heaven, which was baptized 
by the falling rain, never again to seek peace 
until he found it in the rescue of ‘Bright 
Eyes’’—his lust Norah. Since that hour hia 
home had been between the Towaliga and 
Ocmulgee, and his whole exertion was to find 
the lost one and restore her to her friends. 

A BATTLE AND RETREAT. 

In the morning the party left the Spring. 
traveling down stream, but in a few moments 
the shoals were reached. Here was another 
mystery, Which to Watson-appeared more 
wonderful than did the gunpowder spring. 
They had traveled down stream; of this they 
were certain; yet here they encountered an 
apposite current, and were amazed.  Fitzpat- 
rick, however, soon explored the vicinity and 
discovered the meeting of the waters near the 
Spring. Ilere two creeks, running in almost 
opposite directions, met fraternally,and formed 

sig Sandy, which then flowed in an easterly 
direction until it united with the Ocmulyee. 

Crossing at the foot of the shoals, the party 
started down the stream, hunting and traye!- 
ing leisurelv. Noon found them at a little 
spring near the present site of Tanner’s bridge, 
where they halted, kindled a fire, and pre 
pared to cook the choice bits 6f game they 
had secured. Here they were again doomed 
to be disappointed; for suddenly their foe 
burst upon them in overwhelming numbers. 
The odds were fearful, but rather than sur- 
render—which would have been death—the 
contest was entered upon. 

Many heroes whose names emblazon the 
paces of history never exhibited the coo!nes- 
and calcula ing courage of Ben Fitzpatrick in 
his first battle. He stood fearlessly by the 
side of his companions, fighting bravely until 
Cochran fell senseless, having been struck by 
the war club of an Indian. Asthe Indian 
stooped to scalp his victim, Ben plunged his 
hunting knife-to his heart, and, when 
the brave uttered his death yeil, the 
boy attempted to remove his wounded com- 
rade. At thismoment young Watson handed 

sen his gun, gathered up Cochran, and crying 
out, “Now is our time, Ben,’ ran through the 
creek into the dark swamp beyond. 

They were now safe, for deep darkness had 
fallen, and their enemies feared to pursue 
them. Cochran recovered during the night, 
but diligent search failed to ascertain any- 
thing as to the fate of Dunlap; and, warned 
by the signal smokes of the enemy, the trio 
started early next morning for the nearest 
blovk-house east of the Ocmulgee,

jut Danlap was not lost. He was shot 
through the left shoulder whenthe attack was 
first made, fainted and fell, and was scalped 
and left for dead. He lay for hours, until 
nightfall—half waking, half sleeping and 
dreaming. Suddenly he felt asoft hana bath- 
ing his fevered head. He knew this kind- 
ness Came not from savage hands, or was the 
rough goodness of a fellow-huntsman, for the 
sweetnessof an angel's breath fanned his face. 
Pain was furgotien, yet he was afraid to move 
lest the charm shouid be broken and the vis- 
ion Vanish. Half unconscious, he whis- 
pred, as if by inspiration, ‘* Nora.” 
And the guardian angel hovering about him 
proved to be the Nora for whom de had been 
searching. She suppressed an involuntary 
scream as she recognized the object of her 
compassion, and, laying her hand on the face 
of her old friend, in a trembling voice said: 

“Oh! my more than brother, have we met 

at last, after:o many long and weary years 
of separation, each of which has seemed an 
eternity ?’’ 
_ The recognition was mutual, but the meet- 
ing was.too happy, too fuil of sacred joy, to 
be intruded upon. The wounds of Dunlap 
were caretully bound_up by Nora, after the 
fa~hion of her companions from girlhood, and 
they at once removed as far as pos-ib.e from 
the vicinity of the fight. They were not dis. 
covered the next morning. and ther com- 
m+ need a long and weary journey homeward, 
which extended through many days. At last 
they saw the curling smoke arising from their 
native cabin. Here the long lost were greeted 
With joy, and atan early day there wasa 
wedding—Dunlap and Nora were u ited, and 
at once settled duwn to the realities of life. 

In 1796, fearing other molestations from the 
savages, who were then hostile tothe whites, 
the Dunlap family sold their lands in Bibb 
and removed to Liberty county, Georvia. 
where, at the present time, many of their 
children's children may be found occupying 
high social positions. 

FATE OF THE HEROES. 

The boy, Ben Fitzpatrick, grew up to man- 
hood in company with his friend Watson. 
Subsequently be removed to Montgomery. 
Ala., where he died ashori time since. His 
career in his adopted state was an honored 
one, he having served in both branches of the 
national congress and as governor of the 
state. Governor Fitzpatrick wasa cousin of 
Mrs. Cynthia Varner, of Indian Spring. Af- 
ter the Indians were removed from this sec 
tion, Douglas Watson settled in Monroe coun- 


ty, where he resided until his decease, which 
occurred a few years ago. Of the career of

The McIntosh house, named in honor of Gen- 
eral Mclutush, will be run by Messrs. Whit 
and George Cullier, sons of Mr. B. W. Collier, 
sy long ussociated and identified with the 
hote® at Indian Spring. J] understand that 
this property, Mr. Collier's hotel, will be sold 
some time this seuasun. The hotel and sur- 
roundings originaily cost about $100,000, but 
lam informed that it can be bought now for 
$60,000. During this summer a fine string 
band will be In attendance at the Collier 
house, which will add greatly to the pleasure 
of the season. 

Mr. W. A. Elderis another of the old citi- 
zens of Indian Spring who has long been there 
usa hotel man. He can accommodate abont 
150 guests, und is fitting up bis place in hand- 
sume style, painting the houses and making 
everything uppear in bang uporder. Mr. 
Elder has the advantage of being directly on 
the road to the depot, which will greatly en- 
hance his property. He has a number of 
building lots fur sale, and is having demand 
for them almost every day. 

The Varner house is sull kept by Miss Joe 
Varuer, who is also repainting her premises. 
Justin froutof this hotel stands the big rock 
from which the Indian eratur spoke to his 
braves when the new treaty wus framed by 
Mcintosh. The great cuining necessity for 
the place will be a fine hotel, larger than any 
of the rest now here. The Collier nouse can 
only accommodate about 300, and while it is 
in every way one of the best kept in the land 
the demanad for a new hotel is iniperacive. 
There are anumber of magnificent situations 
which some good hotel man ought to g» down 
and inspect atonce. 

THE COMING SARATOGA, 

I-have recently talked tv a number of lead- 
ing citizens of Georgia on this resort, and the 
universal Opinion scems to be that Indian 
Spring is now undeniably the coming water- 
ing place of the south. The peeple here are 
thoroughly satisfied, and the tuwn is now in 
just such a rise as she has bever enjoyed be- 
fore. Itis very gratifying to know tuat the 
Brunswick extension is proving such a 
magnificent developer to the section through 
Which it pusses. Lhe depot will be a little 
overa mile from here, but a turnpike and a 
street railroad ure to be built which will make 
the trouble of petting here very little indeed, 
compared tothe former inconvenient and 
tire SOine Slave lines irom Forsyth, 

Almost everybody who cun are applying 
vigorously the paiat and whitewash brush, so 
that this summerthe town will hardly be re- 
coynized as the Indian Spring of yesterday. 
New streets are being laid off and named in 
honor of distinguished people. Aniong 
new sireets ure Sibley and Seney, the former 
an Auyusta gentieman, the latter the great 
New York philanthropist. Mr. B. W. Collier 
and Mr. Grittin Doughtry are the ones who 
have opened the streets, and a number of 
pretty buildings are for sale. 

At the station, which will be called Indian 
Spring, Colonel George W. Adair, of Atlatt:, 
a'ways alive toa prosperous section, has laid 
offa nuniber of nice luts and is now ready to 
give bargains tuo those who want to gu tO a 
live town. The cotton interest at Indian 
Spring will be conside able, of course, being 
inarich section of the COLTON belt, und very 
naturally the bulk of the business must be 
done at the station. Colonel Adair bas taken 
a deep interest in the welfare of Indian Spring 
and is thoroughly identitied with its many in- 
terests. Anyone desiring information about 
the place can address him at Alanta.

A glance down the first column of figures 
shows that Texas gained more people in the 
last decade than any other state. Texas, 
Pennsylvania, New York, Kansas, Illinois, 
Ohio, Michigan, Missouri and ITowa—nine in 
all, and each in its order—are the only states 
that show larger absolute gains than Georgia. 
The gains of Texas and Kansas are remarkable 
and exceptional—the first having received the 
larger part of southern emigration, and the 
latter being the chief objective point of the 
northerntide. Of the nine states that gained 
each more people than Georgia did, Pennsy]- 
vania’s gain was 20 per cent; New York’s, 16: 
Illinois, 21; Ohio’s, 20, and Missouri's 26 per 
cent, while Georgia’s percentage of gain was 
00 per cent. 

in the south, Texas and Missouri alone 
gained more people than Georgia. Against 
our gain of 358,071, Alabama was content 
with 265,513, South Carolina with 289,971, and 
Tennessee with 283,839. And this recalls the 
fact that the population. of Tennessee is 
1.542,359, and that of Georgia 1,542,180—~a 
difference in favor of Tennessee of 179 only. 
This is a small difference, but it is large 
enough to throw Georgia one point lower 
down in the list of states. In 1870 Tennessee 
outnumbered Georgia to the extent of 74,411. 
Georgia passed Virginia during the decade, 
and if she maintains: her rate of growth and 
prosperity—if, in other words, her sons and 
daughters stay at home instead of searching 
for misery and misfortune in Texas and other 
uncomfortable states—she will pass before 
1890 Tennessee and be neck-and-neck with 
Kentucky.

SLANDERS AND PROTESTS. 

We print in another column, from the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer, an interesting report of an 
interview between ‘Gath’? and Sheridan 
Shook, a politician of New York, whose 
shrewdness and spectacular possibilities have 
given him a notoriety which is not confined 
to the ward beats nor yet to the leading bar- 
rooms of the city. In the course of the inter- 
view Mr. Shook has something to say about 
the south, and to this we cheerfully call the 
attention of those who maintain that it is the 


‘proper thing to set up a hewl every time a 


superficial view, a mistaken opinion, wrong 
idea, or a misstatement is circulated in regard 
to this section. 

That Mr. Shook has an incorrect opinion of 
the southern people, no one who is acquainted 
with the south will doubt; and it is the habit 
uf some papers—perhaps we should qualify 
this by saying a very few—to seize upon all 
such statements and denounce them furiously 
a3 slanders. That the people of the south 
have been slandered in season and out of 
season—deliberately and maliciously—goes 
without saying. 

THe Constitution has been engaced in 
a consistent and _ conscientious’ effort 
to remove the false impressions that 
exist, whether they are the result of ignor- 
ance or of malice. That we have been in 
some dezree successful we have good reason 


 hesgeaah y but we have never found it neces 
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sary to meet even the slander of the partisans 
of a corrupt organization with denunciation; 
and we believe that the thinking portion of 
our people—that portion whose views make 
up what is known as public sentiment—have 
reached that condition of mental dignity, so 
to say, which is capable of contemplating 
with curiosity or amusement any criticism or 
slander that may be projected against the 
southern people. 

They have discovered, for one thing, that 
the spectacle of one section flinching and pro- 
testing against the immediate or remote re- 
sults of partisan rancor is not only not a pret- 
ty one, but that it is not effectual asa remedy 
Those who slander the south maliciously will 
proceed with the work all the more vigorously 
and efficiently when they find that the with- 
ers of some able editor have been wrung, if 
not sprung. No; the day has long since 
passed when the south could be injured by 
slander. One of the results of the cotton ex- 
p&ition was to extract some of the fangs of 
partisanship by advertising the real condi- 
tion of affairs and the real temper of 
honest people in both sections. This 
being true, it is impossible to decide which 
are the more amusing,theslanders themselves 
or the ponderous rhetorical machinery which 
is occasionally, even at this late day, set in 
motion by way of protest. Oi two things we 
may be very sure. One is that the slarders 
will dono harm, and the other is that the 
protests will do no good. 

Mr. Shook is mistaken in his views about 
the people of the south. If he will come 
among us and see for himself he will find as 
little bigotry and intolerance in Georgia, in 
proportion to the population, as he will find 
in New York. As to the ‘‘old people,” who, 
he says, are stupid and do not know how the 
world works, he will find them the kindest- 
hearted and most hospitable people on earth. 
If Mr. Shook and his brother politicians were 
disposed to listen to them they could give him 
the harrowing details of more grievous wrongs 
than have ever before fallen to the 
lot of Americans—wrongs conceived and 
wrought out by the party of which Mr. Shook 
is a conspicuous member. When he sees with 
what patient manliness these wrongs have 
beeh endured, he will cease to think of them 
as stupid. He will doubtless find some men 
who were fire-eating secessionists, who were 
eager for war until the war came, but who 
rushed valiantly into bomb-proofs as soon as 
the front of danger showed itself. These men 
will not hesitate, even at this late day, togive 
him material for his present opinion; but 
they are irritating exceptions. That they 
exist is no more an evidence that the south- 
ern people are bigoted and intolerant than 
the existence of Tweed was an evidence that 
the whole state of New York is corrupt.

On the ether 
hand, the amount of butter exported in 1881 was 
21,331,358 pounds, while the vear before it was more 
than 37,000,000. Thus cleomargarine is exported 
more largely than butter. Perhaps that would not 
be so very unpleasant, but the home consumption 
is also rapidly gaining the ascendancy. The oleo 
margarine factories of New York have a producing 
capacity of 116,000.0 0 pounds annually, while the 
production of dairy butter is only 110,000,000 pounds, 
and the consumption of the manufactured article 
is gaining upon that of the dairy at a most aston- 
ishing rate. VOleomargarine is not manufactured to 
any extent igthe west, but its substitute here isthe 
intinitely less wholesome lardine. In another year 
or two the bureau of statistics will have an equally 
interesting tale to unfold regarding its consumption 
and sale unless something is done to check it,

“Simply because they don’t know it tobe a fact,” 
was replied. 

“Well, it is true,”’ said the merchant. “I don’ - 
care to have my name published as giving the jp. © 
formation, but if you will investigate the matter 


you will find that fully one-fourth of the corn com. 


ing into Georgia now from the west is damaged ~ 
more or less. Look at this corn. You see the ker 
nel is black: that corn will kill or seriously injure 
any kind of stock, except hogs, that it is fed to reg. 
ularly.’ 

“Well, the farmers won’t buy it.’’ 

“There you are mistaken. Some of the farmers 
in our state are buying this very kind of corn to- 
day and are giving mortgages ou their crop to pa 
for it in November at the rate of one dollarand fif- 
ty cents per bushel. A man who will sell corn at 
such a heavy per cent will buy the cheapest corn 
he can get, because noone but a man in a desperate 
strait will give such a ruinious rate, and they pile 
iton him. There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of many of our farmers to pay any kind of 
price for anything on «% credit I heard a man 
tell about some clock pedlers who made nineteen 
thousand dollars in one year selling clocks to far 
mers in this state on tims. They went through the 
country in wagons selling clocks at from twenty to 
ehirty dollars apiece, paysble in the fall. The 
slocks cost them about five: ollars apiece, by whole- 

ale. They would sella man aclock for twenty- 
five dollars, require himto pay five dollars cash 
and give him till fail om the balance. In the fall 
he would call, and if he could get nothing else he 
would take his clock. Nine times out of ten he 
would get another installment and not have totake 
the clock, but twomen made nineteen thousand 
dollars in one year by this kind of trading.”’

nati, Jeffersonville, Evansville, Louisville 
and Cairo, and that the rates from Nashville 
shall be less than from Louisville, provided 
that the rates from Nashville to any peint 
shall never be alessrate per ton per mile 
than the rates from Louisville. 
_ It was further agreed upon that. rates from 
Cincinnati, Jeffersonville, Evansville and 
Cairo shall apply from depots of connecting 
lines at Cincinnati, Jeifersonville, Evansville 
and Cairo, respectively, on business received 
from such connecting lines. 

In other words, it is assumed that the rates 
from the west te Cincinnati, Jeffersonville.

A meeting of the stockholders of the Mem- 
phis and Charleston company has been called 
for June 22 to contirm the proposed consoli- 
dation with the Faust Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia company.

RAILROAD COMMISSION ITEMS. 


Governor Smith 1s in Columbus. 


The Georgia railroad commission was’ the 
pioneer and has been made the pattern for 
several others. ’ 


Circular No. 20 is going to be made the sub- 
ject of some lively litigation between the 
railroads and the commission. 

The south Georgia towns are sending in pe- 
titions to the commission asking that circular 
twenty be not rescinded. 

The English railway commission receives 
$47,500 a year as salaries tor commissioners@ 
and secretary. The commissioners and secre- 
tary of the Georgia commission receive $8,700, 
or a little more than one-sixth the cost of the 
English commission. The English commis- 
sion has had only twenty-six cases to try in 
two years, 

In speaking vesterday of the talked of for- 
feiture of the Georgia railroad charter, Mr. 
Bacon, secretary of the commission, said: 
‘The charter cannot be forfeited, even if the 
railroad has not complied with its provisions, 
unless the governor takes action, through 
the attorney ~ general, avainst the 
company. ‘This I suppose neither the com- 
mission nor the people careabout. The ques- 
tion at issue, to be heard before Judge Lawson 
at Macon on the 2lst instant, is merely ona 
bill filed by the Georgia railroad asking that 

he state commissioners and attorney general 
be enjoined from enforcing. circulars No. 20 
and No. 21 on that road. The reason for 
tiling the bill is thatthe road claims. rights 
underacharter granted-in 1833 and thinks 
the rates in the circulars are too low to be in 
@ecordance with their chartered rights.’’

“Pennies taken!"’ wus a conspicuous sign 
in front of Burke's second hand book stwre on 
Whitehall! street yesterday. 

“Yes, I take pennies,’’ was what the pro- 
prietor said to a CuNsTITUTION reporter. 

“Are many tendered?”

That store was 
actualiv closed, and stayed closed until that 
difference was accounted for. Now, suppose 
I goto the bank witha check for a certa’n 


Famount in which there is an odd cent or two 


cents, and Lam given acent ortwo more or 
less than the check calls for. how can my 
books be balanced. That is one argument in 
favor of thecent. Hereisanother. Ordinary 
soap can be sold at four centsa bar,and a profit 
of a hundred per cent will still be made. 
Suppose apennies were in general use and a 
washerwoman could save a cent on every 
bar of soap, it would amount to several dol- 
lars in a year—enough to buy a cord of wood 
or half a ton of coal. The purchaser always 
has to pay the odd cents when the pennies 
are notin use, and it counts up.” A man who 
don’t care for a cent won't squabble overa 
quarter very long at a time and thus he is not 
thrifty.” 

“Deo you sell things at the odd prices?”

RAILROAD COMMISSION ITEMS. 


Governor Smith is in Columbus. 

The Georgia railroad commission was the 
pioneer and has been made ‘the pattern for 
several others. 

Circular No. 20 is going to be made the sub- 
ject of some lively litigation between the 
railroads and the commission. 

The south Georgia towns are sending in pe- 
titions to the commission asking that circular 
twenty be not rescinded. 

The English railway commission receives 


$47,500 a year as salaries tor commissioners@ 


and secretary. The commissioners and secre- 
tary of the Georyia conimission receive $8,700, 
or a little more than one-sixth the cost of the 
English commission. The English commis- 
sion has had only twenty-six cases to try in 
two years. 


In speaking vesterday of the talked of for- 
feiture of the Georgia railroad charter, Mr. 
Bacon, secretary of the commission, said: 
‘The charter cannot be forfeited, even if the 
railroad has not complied with its provisions, 
unless the governor takes action, through 
the attorney general, aysinst the 
company. This I suppose neither the com- 
mission nor the people careabout. The qnes- 
tion at issue, to be heard before Judge Lawson 
at Macon on the 2Ist instant, is merely ona 
bill filed by the Georgia railroad asking that 
the state commissioners and attorney general 
be enjoined from enforcing circulars No. 20 
and No. 21 on that road. The reason for 
tiling the billis thatthe road claims rights 
underacharter granted in 1853 and thinks 
the rates in the circulars are too low to be in 
@ecordance with their chartered rights.”

“Pennies taken!’ wus a conspicuous sign 
in front of Burke's second hand book sture on 
Whitehall! street yesterday. 

“Yes, [take pennies,’ was what the pro- 
prietor said to a CuNsTITUTION reporter.
